5. Chairman's Remarks 


@ Dean Taddeo reported that there would be a meeting on Council on Friday, 
May 22nd at 9:30 a.m., and that two major items would appear on the agenda - 
an election item concerning Search Committees for a Vice-Rector and Deans 
with regard to this item the Chairman said that Steering Committee had 
drawn up a list of nominees, but had not had time to contact the people to 
find out if they are willing to serve. In additfon he said there were spots 
on today's election which were blank because a number of nominees are still 
to be telephoned: those names will Be presented at Friday's meeting. The 
second item on the agenda will be the presentation of the final version of 
the Task Force Report on Curriculum for discussion and adoption or rejection, 
He went on to say that the report would be delivered to all Councillors by 
next Wednesday at 5:00 o'clock. To review, he said that his understanding 
of that meeting would be to adopt or reject the final document as presented. 
He didn't think ft was Council's intention to go over the document word by 
word, but if there are major recommendations with which Council members are 
in agreement or disagreement, they will inform Council of their intentions 
to endorse or reject the final document on the basis of recommendations 
contained therein. He wondered if his statement was the consensus of Council. 
There was no comment. 


Finally, the Chairman reminded Councillors that the meeting to consider the 
graduation lists would be held on Monday, May 25th, at 9:30 a.m. 


6. Questions and: Announcements 


O Prof. Pechter reported that he had an announcement of vital importance to 
the Faculty, saying that there was a plan in existence for a significant 
re~location of resources in the Arts and Science Faculty. He said he was 
not sure of the status of the plan but wanted to inform Council of its 
existence: and that Prof. Scheinberg might have more information on the 
matter. He read from the minutes of the May 1, 1981 minutes of PRET in 
which the plan was described under an item headed "Space Priorities for 
the Loyola Campus". The presentation by Vice-Rector Breen on the long 
term plan for Loyola Campus calls for the development of Arts and Science 
only on the Loyola Campus with only departments offering elective courses 
to students in other Faculties to maintain offices on the downtown campus. 


Prof. Scheinberg said that Prof. Chalk, who serves on the Library Committee, 
had attended that meeting, was amazed to hear of the plan and amazed too to 
learn that according to the Provost the departments involved had been con- 
sulted. He went on to say that he and Prof. Chalk had had lunch with Dr. 
Breen that day and had been assured that the paper was not a policy paper 
although it had been treated as such by PRET, and he had promised to inform 
PRET of the fact. Prof. Scheinberg concluded by saying that he would like 
assurance that Council and the Faculty would be adequately consulted. 


A heated debate ensued. 


Dean Chaikelson reported that the minutes were wrong, that she had had a part 
in the drafting of the document and that it did not say what she had heard in 
the minutes, that only departments offering electives to students of other 
Faculties would maintain offices downtown. 


O It was suggested that if, indeed the minutes were incorrect, perhaps Dr. 
‘Bteen's document should be released to Council. 
81-9-9a It was moved and seconded (Scheinberg/Hamalian) that Dean Taddeo convey to Dr. 


Breen the request of Council that the document presented by him to PRET on May 


1 be released to Council members. Vote: CARRIED

Elections (ASFC 81=-9-D1l) 


In presenting the list of nominations, Dean Taddeo reported that of those 
nominated for Senate only three had agreed to allow their names to stand, 

and that Steering Committee had met again at noon to draw up more names 

and that these would be brought to Council at the next meeting, as well as 
names for a few positions which had been left open on the list of nominations. 


It was moved and seconded (Murray/Crowe) to accept the nominations of the 
Steering Committee. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/McEvenue) to postpone the elections 
until the next meeting of Council when a full statement would be available. 
Vote: CARRIED 


It was pointed out that Prof. Davis whose name was listed with those remaining 
on the Library Committee would not be able to serve since he will be on 
leave, 


Student Réquest Committee 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Petrie) to reinstate Ms. Ginter as a member 
of the Student Request Committee over the Summer Term. 


Ms. Crowe explained that Ms. Ginter had been a member of the Committee but 
had had to reduce her course load and other committments because of illness. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


8. Curriculum Committee Report 
Curriculum Course Changes 9182-83 (ASFC 81-8-D2) 
Prof. Gray in presenting Report 28U explained that it had been organized in 
terms of Departmental submissions that involve new programmes, recommendations 
concerning termination of some programmes and finally more minor modifications 
to courses, and course descriptions. The preamble, he said, had attempted 
to cover in a general sense obvious items such as budgetary implications; 
where the latter is omitted it is assumed that there are no budgetary impli- 
cations. : 
It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Sanders) to accept the Report of Qurriculum 
Committee, (ASFC 81-8-D2) 

Classics 


Dean Taddeo noted that the Fine Arts Faculty offers a Minor in Archaeology, 
and that they had objected to the Classics’ minor in Archaeology when the 
discussions were first held, but they had come to the conclusion that the 
Classics Department's programme was significantly different to theirs and had 
withdrawn their objections. 


Prof. Gray said it was his understanding that there is a request for a minor 
editorial change in that the usual note of exclusitivity will be inserted 

to indicate that students who have credits for C364, C365, C367 will not be 
given credit for the analogous courses in the Art History programme and vice 
versa. 


The submission from the Classics department was accepted as presented subject 
QO to the minor editorial change to be worded by Prof. Gray. 


History 


Prof. Slack suggested that Geography might be added to the list of acceptable 
courses under the final requittement for the Certificate in the History of 
Quebec. 


Prof. Scheinberg was amendable to the suggestion and it was understood that 
the addition would Be made. 


Mathematics 


Prof. Gray noted that Mathemetaics C232 listed under Other New Courses more 
Actuarial Programme although the Department would want it considered as a 
new course whether separate from the new programme; it is a required course 
in the programme. 


Dean Cohen reported that the resource implications were $3000.00 for the 
first year of the programme, $6000.00 for the second and $9000.00 for the 
third with the potential for the need of a faculty position at the end of the 
first three-year cycle, He said that the programme had the approval of the 
Deans subject to the University providing the additional funds to the Faculty. 


and Adminstration siince this programme had some implications for that Faculty; 
had any problems of duplication been avoided? Prof. Proppe replied that a 
copy of the dossier had been sent to Dean Simon about two months ago with a 
request for feedback but to-date nothing official had been received. 


O Prof. Otchere asked if any approach had been made to the Faculty of Commerce 


Prof. Gray's interjection was to the effect that discussion had taken place 
at the UCCC level and that everything was in order. 


The Mathematics submission was accepted without change. 


Dean Taddeo interrupted the meeting to welcome Dean McKeen back on behalf of 
Council. A loud round of applause followed. 


Prof. Singer interrupted the meeting to say that he had asked the Chairman 

to recongize him on a point of personal privilege. He had Been called out of 
the room about an hour earlier and had understood that there was some question 
about the role he had played on a University Committee, that he did not want 
to re-open the debate but had a statement to make which was simply that he 
felt strongly about his own personal fintegrety. He had never tried to mis- 
represent the views of the Arts and Science Faculty on any committee, including 
PRET and he was sorry that he had not been present during the discussion, but 
would be happy at the next Council meeting to answer any questions there are 
about the functioning of PRET. He concluded by saying that he had always been 
above board, and direct as many knew from their personal dealings with him, 

in response to any questions put to him about space or any other subjects in 
the University and that he regreted as a point of personal privilege that any 

@ discussion should have taken place without his presence.

In response, Prof. Scheinberg said that there was no offence meant to the 
Provost in his remarks or he thought, in Prof. Pechter's remarks. They 
were trying to clarify a situation and the opportunity to do so came up 
at the only point on the agenda where the subject could be raised and he 
stressed how very sorry he was that the Provost was out of the room at the 


time. . 


Religion 


It was moved and seconded (Tekel/Lightstone) to approve the submission for 
the Department of Religion - including the proposal for an Honours in Judaic 
Studies. 


Prof. Ryan objected to the changing of slot courses and development of new 
courses without adequate consultation with the Theology Studies Department 
and to the fact that the report had not been shown to the Department of 
Theology prior to this meeting. Consequently, Prof. Ryan thought it pre- 
mature to discuss it in Council until his department and that of Religion 
had had a chance to work out several cases of clear overlapping and beyond 
that in terms of the whole package, and personnel implications involved. 
He offered a motion to table the submission until the September meeting of 
Council. 


Prof. Lightstone objected and Prof. Ryan withdrew his motion saying that he 
did not want to cut off discussion but that it had been his intention to 
give notice of motion, 


The discussion proceded. 


Prof. Petrie objected to courses being titled Holocaust I and Holocaust II, 

and suggested, instead,that Religion C357 and C358 be named Holocaust-Historical 
Circumstances, (or Historical Background), and Holocaust-Theological applications, 
respectively. Prof. Lightstone replied that the objection was well taken. 


Prof. Ryan asked to have the courses which had been taught by his department 
withdrawn from the submission and negotiated for further submission. 


Dean Chaikelson asked him to name the courses and Prof. Ryan cited Religion 
C355 and C342, although he was asking for the withdrawal of the latter, the 
others were Religion C356 and C359; it was the wording in the description of 
Religion C359 that he objected to. He said he would be willing to let the 
package go forward without these courses on the condition that it was under- 
stood that the two departments are going to be rationalized in terms of 
mutual satisfaction. 


Dean Chaikelson suggested that Religion C335 and C336 be eliminated and the 
rest passed. 


It was moved and seconded (Armstrong/Petrie) to amend the motion to approve 

the proposal subject to the assurance that the Curriculum Committee will under- 
take a detailed review, and report back to Council on on the possible 
rationalization of programmes offered by the Departments of Religion and Theo- 
logical Studies. 


Prof. Scheinberg gave notice of motion, following the disposal of the motion 

on the floor to the effect that Council set up, with the two departments, a 
committee, not just to further discussion, but to promote some kind of structural 
reform to look into the question of structural reform. 


Prof. Petrie supported Prof. Scheinberg's statement and called the question on 
amendment. 


Prof. Lightstone asked to have the amendment read, Prof. Armstrong repeated her 
amendment, saying that she had not put a time on it but didn't think it should 
be September. Prof. Cohen suggested May 1982 and all agreed. 


Dean Chaikelson said that the amendment troubled her because it meant that two 
committees would be working on the same thing and suggested that there be a 
committee reporting back to Council that looks at. Religion and Theological 
Studies in. general, in terms of the kind of motion made by Prof. Scheinberg, 
and along the way look at their curriculum. 


Prof. Gray objected, saying that there already was such a committee and that 
that committee was the Curriculum Committee. 


Prof. Lightstone asked to have the notice of motion stand. 


© Prof. Armstrong withdrew her amendment which left on the floor a notice of 
motion to establish an ad hoc committee, thus bringing the meeting back to the 
original motion. 


Dean Taddeo called the question on the motion to approve the submission for 
Religion and the motion was CARRIED.

81-9-12 It was moved and seconded (Scheinberg/McEvenue) that this Council with the 
Departments of Theological Studies and Religion establish a committee to 
seek in some manner a structural reform between the two Departments. The 
composition of this committee to be determined by Steering Committee. 


Mr. Murray called the question. A vote was taken on calling the question and 
was CARRIED.

She went on to explain that over the summer C.U.S.A. will be looking into 
the whole question of para-dcademic classification and that someone had 
been hired to do the study.
